The troops, composed chiefly of detachments of Michi- 
gan and "Wisconsin national guardsmen, -were traveling on the 
Tuscania, a British vessel, under convoy of British "warships. 


A brief dispatch, to the war department from London early this 


eveaktg announced the disaster and reported the landing of only 
1,100 survivors. This was made public shortly.after-ten,o'clock and 
for more than two hours it was feared that probably 1,400 men in- 
cluding members of the liner's crew had gone down. 


When tfee message came to the state department from the em- 


bassy at London at 11 o'clock saying 1,912 had been'accounted for 
the joy of officials almost swept away the distress occasioned by 
the earlier news. The first 1,100 survivors were landed at Larne and 
R*acranna, two widely separated Irish ports, and this coupled with 
the evident fact that rescue ships were at hand quickly gave rise 
to the hope that everybody on board the Tuscania except those in- 
jured by the explosion might have been saved.

O&cktl Washington Stays Up For News. 


T*e President. Secretary Baker, and in fact all official Washington

The President was at the theatre when the news was received 


and he was not told until ho returned to the White House. In the 
me«*time the war, navy, and state departments had dispatched 
urgent messages by wireless and cable instructing their representa- 
tives in England and Ireland to forward every available fact immedi- 
ately.

"Tfee war department has been officially advised that the steam- 


ship Tuscania was torpedoed and sunk and that survivors number- 
ing 1,100 as far as could be ascertained were landed at Buncranna 
and Larne in .Ireland. There was a total of 2,179 United States 
Iroops on this vessel No name of persons lost has been reported to 
the war department and no name of survivors was reported, 
tional particulars are promised "as soon as received." 


Beating the Submarine 


Declares Mr. Daniels 


Washington, D. C:. Feb. 6.—Sec- 


retary Daniels said today the Unit- 
ed States and the allies were win- 
ning the fight against Germany's 
submarines.

Stumbled on Jjurklng U-Bo«t. 


Navy officials have insisted that de- 


spite the most careful plans and efforts 
to safeguard transpoits there was al- 
ways a chanco that a troopship would 
stumblj on a lurking submarine, and 
the general belief tonight is that this 
was what happened in the case of the 
Tuscania.

The Mexican president's message

I have the honor to send 
your majesty my most cordial con- 
gratulations and am pleased to send 
you my best wishes for your personal 
happiness as-well as of your august 
family and • the prosperity 
of 
this 


great friendly -nation." 


As an offset to the friendly congrat- 


ulations from Mexico, a neutral gov- 
ernment toward the enemy of the En- 
tente allies, King George in his speech 
prologuing parliament Wednesday, re- 
iterated the determination of the dem- 
ocracies of the world to continue war- 
faro against the quadruple alliance 
until a lust and enduring peace could 
be obtained. The king named this pro- 
gram as Great Britain's first aim and 
endeavor and placed on Germany the 
responsibility for provoking the war. 


England Harmonizing Its Assets. 
He also expressed his hope for a 


solution of the Irish problem, which 
is a new evidence from the ruler that 
the government is subordinating all in- 
ternal jealousies and friction to the 
larger task of knitting together every 
resource of the empire for the carry- 
ing on of a successful military pro- 
gram. 


The Germans on the western front 


are not numerically equal to the French 
and British forces opposinc them, ac- 
cording to Major General Frederick B. 
Maurice, chief director of military op- 
erations at the British war office, not- 
withstanding the continued movement 
of German troops to that war theatre 
during the last month. In the opinion 
of General Maurice, the situation there 
at present is not one to cause anxiety 
to the Entente military leaders.

dense and but for the timely dis- 
co', eiy their lives would probably have 
lieen lost. 
In the houbo at the time 


were Mrs. Griggs, the housekeeper, 
.Mis. Cooley, wife of the man pre- 
viously mentioned, Mrs. Darnaschke 
and a daughter of Mr. Salford, an- 
othi r &on-in-law of Mr. Bennett. 
Mr. 


<'oo!cy found the inmates of the house 
deathly tick and nearing the uncon- 
scious Sstage, to much depressed that 
they v.eio unable to move for their 
own -elief. 
He at once divined the 


tioube and Immediately opened the 
doors and windows and assisted the 
suffereis to the windows where they 
were found when iJr. Parish who -was. 
called arrived. 


Dr. Parish set himself to the task 


of 
restoring them, but despite the 


open doors and windows the gas was 
quite dense. 
Dr. Parish had been 


there but a short time when Mr 
Cooley, who had 
been working in 


efforts to aid the others, himself col- 
lapsed. 
A call for assistance to the 


police 
department 
brought 
Officer 


Parshall, who set about removing the 
c.iuse of the trouble. 
He- found the 


shut off in the cellar and turned it. 
However the How of gas continued 
Further investigation disclosed that the 
frost Jiad evidently so heaved tlie 
ground under the cellar as to cause a 
break in the service pipe, which per- 
mitted its contents to flow into the 
basement and thence to scatter all 
over the house 


It was finally decided 
that 
they 


could not be properly cared for under 
the conditions and all were removed 
to tho homo of Mr. Damaschke ad- 
joining, where the five sufferers were 
made as comfortable as possible. 


Most of them responded, although 


nauseated for a Jong time, but Mrs. 
Griggs was more seriously 
affected 


and her condition throughout the day 
was considered precarious. 
Dr. Par- 


ish worked in the fumes for such a 
time that he was considerably affect- 
ed thereby after he had gotten the oc- 
cupants safely cared for and was un- 
able to leave his house during the 
day. 
Dr. Latcher called upon Mrs. 


Griggs late in the afternoon yester- 
day for Dr. Parish, and while 
her 


condition has not improved so quickly 
as the others, it is hoped that in a day 
or two more she will be fully over the 
effects. 


Mr. Bennett, who left 
the 
house 


shortly after 11 o'clock for his work, 
made a search about the house when 
hiq attention was called to the smell 
of gas, but ho found no break In the 
pipes within the house and went on 
to his work, although he was barely 
able to continue, so seriously did the 
fumes which he had inhaled affect 
him lor hours 


Workmen are endeavoring to repair 


the trouble and make the house in- 
habitable, but it is with some difficulty 
that tho work can be prosecuted.

The universally condemned 'Ger- 


man system of extorting money from 
captured communities is shown by 
the fottottring documents published 
~by the committei on -public informa- 
tion: 


A striking mnstratton of the flerc* 


brutality of German methods Is con- 
tained In the archives of the state de- 
partment, because the prince of Mon- 
aco appealed to President Wilson 
against the Injustice of a fine Imposed 
upon, a small and Impoverished vil- 
lage. 
The following documents from 


the state department archives tell the 
story. They need no comments. 


"Paris, Oct. 27, 1914. 


"Secretary of State, Washington. 


"Prince of Monaco called this morn- 


ing and asked that the following case 
be submitted to the president: 


"Prince states that General Ton 


Baelow for weeks has been Inhabiting 
prince's 
ancestral 
chateau 
near 


Reims, historical monument, contain- 
ing worts of art and family heir- 
looms; that Von Buelow has imposed 
fine of 600,000 francs on village of 
Sissonne some miles distant from chat- 
eau, because of broken glass found on 
road near village. Sissonne being uo- 
able alone to pay has raised with a 
number ol other neiphboring villages 
125,000 francs, but Von Buelow has 
sent two messengers from Sissonne to 
prince that unless latter pays fine for 
Sissonne the chateau and adjoining vil- 
lage, as well as Sissonne, will be de- 
stroyed on November 1st. Prince 
has answered refusing to pay sum now 
but willing to give bis word to Ger- 
man emperor that amount would be 
paid after removal of danger of fresh 
war Incidents. 
Prince now fearful 


lest returning messengers, as well as 
male employees on his estate, be shot 
because of refusal to pay. 


"I have arranged meeting this after- 


noon between Spanish ambassador and 
prince, to whom I have suggested that 
matter be presented to German gov- 
ernment through Spanish ambassador 
at Berlin inasmuch as prince's threat- 
ened property Is In France.

Deportations and Forced Labor. 


Until the present war the whole civ- 


ilized world has boasted of Its advance 
In humanity. This advance has been 
marked In many fields, and In none 
had greater progress been made than. 
In the protection to be given to the 
private citizen In an Invaded country. 
As far back as 1863, In the "Instruc- 
tions for the Government of Armies 
of the United States In the Field," 
the United States declared: 
I 


"23. Private citizens are no longer 


murdered, enslaved, or carried off to 
distant parts, and the Inoffensive In- | 
dividual Is as little disturbed In his 
private relations as the commander 
of the hostile troops can afford to 
grant In the overruling demands of a 
vigorous war. 


"24. The almost universal rule In 


remote times was, and continues to be 
with barbarous armies, that the pri- 
vate Individual'of the hostile country 
Is destined to suffer every privation 
of liberty and protection, at.d every 
disruption of family ties. Protection 
was, and still Is with uncivilized peo- 
ple, the exception."

Reversion to Barbarism. 1 


These declarations were made In the 


midst of our Civil war—one of the 
world's fiercest conflicts. 
A half-cen- 


tury later, after more than 50 years 
of progress, the German government 
has gone back to the methods used, 
by "barbarous armies" and "unciv- 
ilized people." 
It has deliberately 


adopted the policy of deporting men 
and women, boys and girls, and of 
forcing them to work for their cap- 
tors; it has even compelled them to 
make arms - and munitions for use 
against their allies and their own flesh 
and blood. 


No otiier act of the German govern- 


ment has aroused such horror and de- 
testation 
throughout 
the 
civilized 


world. 
Thousands of helpless men 


and women, boys and girls, have been 
enslaved. 
Families have been broken 


up. 
Girls have been carried off to 


work—or -worse—In a strange land, 
and their relatives Tiave not known 
where they have been taken, or -what 
their fate has been. 


This system of forced labor and de- 


portation embraced the whole of Bel- 
glum, Poland and the occupied lands 
of France. 


Whitlock's Story of Horrors. 


In less moving phrases, but In dead- 


ly corroboration, the continuation of 
the report of Minister \Vhltiock says: 


"The rage, the terror, and despair 


excited by this measure all over Bel- 
gium were beyond anything we had 
witnessed since the day the Germans 
poured Into Brussels. 
The delegates 


of tiie commission for relief in Bel- 
glum, returning to Brussels, told the 
most distressing stories of the scenes 
of cruelty and sorrow attending the 
seizures. 
And daily, hourly almost, 


since that time appalling stories have 
been related by Belgians coming to 
the legation. 
It Is Impossible for us 


to verify them, first because It Is nec- 
essary for us to exercise all possible 
tact In dealing with the subject at 
nil, and secondly because there la no 
means of communication between tbe

In Belgium la 
difficult, the TfcTnal 


railways scarcely operating any more 
because of the lack of oil, while all 
the horses have been taken. The peo- 
ple who are forced to go from one 
vlllag* to another most do BO on foot 
or In vans drawn by the few miser- 
able horses that are left. The -wagons 
of the breweries, the one Institution 
that the Germans have scrupulously, 
respected, are hauled hy oxen, 


One of Foulest Deeds In History. 
"The well-known tendency of sensa- 


tional reports to exaggerate them- 
selves, especially In time of war, and 
In a situation like that existing here, 
with no newspapers to serve as a dally 
clearing house for all the rumors that 
are as avidly believed as they are 
eagerly repeated, should of course be 
considered; but even If a modicum of 
all that Is told Is true there still re- 
mains enough to stamp his deeds as 
one of the foulest that history records. 


"I am constantly In receipt of re- 


ports from all over Belgium that tend 
to bear out the stories one constantly 
hears of brutality and cruelty. A num- 
ber of men sent back to Mons are 
said to bo in a dying condition, many 
of them tubercular. At Mallnes and 
at Antwerp returned men have died, 
their friend* asserting that they have 
been victims of neglect and cruelty, 
of cold, of exposure,

Mr. Elniore writes as follows 


from Nice under date of January 4: 


My Dear Mother: At last I am here, 


and, oh, "what a 
wonderful 
place! 


Mext to home there is no place In the 
world like it. 
But I will tell you of 


things as they happened. Sam and a 
friend of his left camp with me and 
•we secured good rooms in a flne hotel 
In Paris. That evening the three of us 
had a good dinner and went to the 
opera and heard "Rlggoletto." It was 
great and the opera house was one of 
the most beautiful buildings I was ever 
In. 


The next evening I took the train 


for Nice, while Sam and his friend 
wanted to stay in Paris a couple of 
days longer, but I am expecting them 
here today. Well, rt\f train got stuck 
in the snow and we arrived just 24 
hours late, taking in all 42 hours. 


I paid a little extra and rode first 


class with the ofllceis. 
In my com- 


partment were tn o captains and a 
civilian,—all French—and before we 
got here we were

Our captain was a flne fellow, good 
looking and very nlc~. 
I asked him 


about hotels and ho insisted on my 
going with him, so the captain and I 
blew into this hotel and were able to 
get a couple of good rooms.
